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PREFACE 


This  document  is  a  supplement  to  the  report  Economic  Impact  of  the 
Not-for-Profit  Cultural  Industry  in  Massachusetts.  The  purpose  of  the 
supplement  is  to  provide  additional  detail  on  the  economic  impact  of  the 
cultural  industry  in  different  regions  of  the  state.  Detailed  breakdowns  are 
provided  for  each  of  the  state's  twelve  "tourism  regions"  on  each  of  the 
measures  in  the  main  report:  employment,  spending,  income,  admissions,  and 
taxes  collected  or  withheld  by  not-for-profit  cultural  organizations.  The 
totals  in  each  table  correspond  to  the  totals  in  the  main  report,  but  the 
supplement  provides  a  finer  picture  of  each  region.
